‘LYTTON OBSEQUIES. 


THE PARISIAN WORLD OF LITERATURE AND ART 
HONOR HIS MEMORY. 

PARIS, Nov. 28.—The obsequies of the Right 
Hon. Edward Bulwer Lytton, the British 
Ambassador at Paris, who died suddenly in 
tnis city on Tuesday last were held to-day in 
the English church. The ceremonies, which 
were very impressive, were attended by an 
immense number of people. Among those 
present besides the family of the dead states- 
manand author were many of bis personal 
friends, men who have won high positions in 
the literary world, all the members of the 
diplomatic corps at present in Paris anda 
large number of the members of the French 
Senate. 

The church was crowded tm every part by 
those who had gathered to pay their last 
token of love and esteem to the man who had 
so long been a favorite in the political, so- 
cial, literary and artistic worlds of the 
French capital. Hundreds of persons were 
unable to gain admission to the church, and 
they contented themselves with reverently 
baring their heads as the body of the Earl of 
Lytton was carried past them. 

The celebrated French paintér, M. Leon 
Bonnat, has just finished a portrait of the 
Earland this picture was placed upon an 
easel which stood at the head of the casket as 
it laid in the church. 

After the services at the church the body 
was conveyed to the ratlroad station en route 
for England, where it will be interred. The 
route followed by the cortege from the 
church to the railway station was lined by 
6,500 troops, who had been detailed for this 
duty by the French government. 

Five thousand persons have called at the 
British embassy and inscribed their names as 
a mark of respect to the dead ambassador, 


A DESPERATE SITUTION. 


THREATENING ATTITUDE OF STRIKING FRENCH 
MINERS—PARIS NEWS. 

PARIS, NOV. 28.—A dispatch at noon to-day 
from Lens, in the Pas-de-Calais, the center 
of the mining district, where about 4,000 
miners are out ona strike, says thatthe sit- 
uation is growing more desperate hourly. 
The strikers are openly threatening to use 
dynamite as an argument in their favor if the 
companies do not soon come to their terms. 
Itis expected that Dr. Paul LaFargue, the 
newly elected Socialist deputy for Lillie, will 
arrive in the strike district to-day or to-mor- 
row. It is said that the Perfect of the Pas- 
de-Calais has received instructions to cause 
his arrest if he incites the strikers to violence. 

At the meeting to-day of the In‘ernational 
Emigrant Commission, at the Hotel Des 
Societes Savantes, M. Jules Simon presiding. 
a resolution providing for international pro- 
tection of emigrants was adopted. 

Maj. Frederick Brackett, special foreign 
agent of the United states to the conference, 
during the discussion of the resolution. 
relerred to, dwelt at length upon the care 
and protection afforded to emigrants in the 
United States ana denied that they were sub- 
jected to any ill-treatment at the barge office 
or elsewhere in New York. Continuing Maj. 
Brackett fully described and warmly praised 
the new emigration depot at Ellis Island, 
paying particular attention to the medical 
and sanitary arrangements at the new land- 
ing piace for emigrants. 

The Temps, commenting on the Mongolian 
insurrection, says that whatever decisions 
the other powers may take, France cannot 
ana will not abandon her interests in the 
East.

GENERAL FOREIGN. 


THE CZAR EN ROUTE TO ST. PETEKSBURG— 
NEWS IN BRIEF. 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 2%.—The imperial 
family have started from the Crimea on their 
return journey to this city. Crowds of ragged 
and starving peasants wait at the stations 
along the route to present petitions tothe 
Czar imploring help. The Gendarmes are 
unable to prevent the people from assem- 
bling. Reports from some of the famine- 
stricken provinces say that the peasants are 
burning the hay and strawof their land- 
lords. 

The Russian Government now perceives the 
disadvantage, if not folly, of pouring forth 
millions for famine relief before winter is well 
begun. The realization of this want of fore- 
sight has resulted in efforts to restrain and 
reguiate relief contributions, but itis now 
too late to resort to restraint, and action in 
that direction will only have the effect of in- 
citing the famished peasants to revolt. 

The latest news from Saratoff and Kazan ts 
to the effect that famine and typhus are in- 
creasing. The Government has added large 
districts in Korsk to the famine Ust. Five 
thousand horses and 6,000 cattle have been 
slaughtered in Veronesh in one month on ac- 
count of the lack of fodder.

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MURDER MOST FOUL. 


A Farmer’s Wife Dies in Defense of 
Her Honor. 


LOUIS HARRISON, THE ALLEGED CRIM- 
INAL, UNDER ARREST. 


Badger Workers Taken In—College Funds 
Disappear—A Drunken Father’s Bru- 
tality to His Helpless Family—The 
Eden Musee Mourns the Disappearance 
of Gurgens—Minor Criminal Matters. 


New YorK, Nov. 28.—A woman has been 
murdered in Atlantic Highlands and armed 
men are searching the surrounding country 
forthe murderer. Near the outskirts of the 
village, upon a small farm, lives Charles T. 
Leonard, his wife and three children. The 
husband, besides cultivating the farm, oc- 
casionally works for his neighbors. Yester- 
day a farmer living some distance away sent 
for Leonard to help him kill some hogs, 
Leonard left early in the morning. When he 
returned late inthe afternoon he found his 
children crying near the house. ‘‘We can’t 
find mamma anywhere,’’they said when they 
saw him. Mr. Leonard thought at first that 
his wife had gone out tocall upon a neigh- 
bor. When he askea his children how long 
the mother had been gone all they could say 
was, ‘‘Mamma went outalong time ago.’’ 
He waited and waited, but she did not come. 
The dishes were on the table and the water 
in the Kettles upon the stove was cold. Leon- 
ard grew alarmed and began to seatch the 
premises. At last he found her horribly 
mutilated body at some distance from the 
house. A small rope was fastened in a tizht 
noose around her neck. The cord had sunk 
deep into the flesh and the face was discol- 
ored and distorted. One sideof the woman’s 
head was crushed in. The murderer had 
struck herupon the head, and then fearing 
that she might still live, went to the clothes 
line, cut off a few yards, formed a slip noose 
and drew it tight about her neck. 

When the husband realized that his wife 
had been murdered he hurried to the nearest 
neighbor and gave the alarm. Acrowd of 
farmers and villagers rushed to the scene. 
Some laboring men who were working in the 
neighborhood of the Leonard farm remem- 
bered that they had seen a farm hand named 
Louis Harrison that afternoon not far from 
Leonard’s house. He had biood upon his 
clothes and hands, they said. Many of the 
neighbors are killing hogs at this season and 
itis notan uncommon sight to seea farmer 
with blood upon his clothes, sothe men said 
nothing to Harrison, who was walking rap- 
idjy upthe road. As soon as the villagers 
heard the story they decided that the blood 
upon Harrison’s clothes and hands was hu- 
man biood. They went to the place where he 
had beeh working, but he was not there and 
the people knew nothing of his whereabouts. 
The railroad station was watched. Tele- 
grams were sent out witha description of 
Harrison and horsemen were sent out vuver 
the country roads in all airections. Up to 
midnight Harrison had not been found. 

Little ts known about Harrison in At- 
lantic Highlands. He isa native of Loraine, 
aud a short time ago went to work on a farm 
in the village. He tis described as about 30 
years old, 6 feet high, dark, with gray eyes. 
The murdered woman was ® yearsold. It is 
not believed that she had any enemies among 
the villagers, and the general belief ts that 
the murderer assaulted her, and, becoming 
frightened at her resistance, killed her. The 
Coroner will hold an inquest to-day. 

Word was received here this morning that 
Constable Johnson had arrested the mur- 
derer. Louls Hariot, on board the steamboat 
Minnie Cornell at Keyport, upon which he in- 
tended to leave for New York. Late last 
night the Coroner of Navesink commenced 
the inquest. The jury was selected and the 
body viewed by them. A contusion was 
found on the forehead, which had evidently 
been inflicted by whatis knownas a fish- 
plate joint, used inthe construction of ralil- 
road tracks. Arcpe was found wound tight- 
ly around the neck. The woman’s face was 
almost unrecognizable on account of the dis- 
coloration. Mrs. ltLeonard was highly re- 
spected. Her maiden name was Grover. She 
was 38 years of age and had three children. 

Hariot, the murderer, is a native of Lo- 
raine, and about 22 yearsofage. It is evi- 
dent that he attempted to outrage Mrs. Leon- 
ard and that, the woman resisting, he struck 
her with the piece of railroad iron referred to 
and then strangled ber with the rope,

While the family of David T. Beals, the 
millionaire banker ofthis city, were celebra- 
ting Thanksgiving at their dinner, the only 
son of the house, David T. Jr., who went by 
the name of ‘‘Junior’’ Beals, mysteriously 
disappeared. His nurse, Liztle Smith, was 
also missing which immediately caused the 
grief stricken parents and the police to come 
to the conclusion that she had kidnapped her 
charge. All Thursday night and yesterday 
morning the entire police of this city 
worked on the case without success, and the 
parents had given up hope of securing their 
son without negotiating with his captors, 
the result of which was that the elder Beals 
had the following notice prominently in- 
serted inevening papers: 

$5,000 RABSOM. 

To Whom It May Concern: Return my child, 
receive $5,000, and no questious asked 

(Signed) D. T, BEALS. 

At 7 o’clock yesterday evening a man of 
strange appearance presented himself at the 
front door of the Beals mansion. He told the 
servant who answered the bell that he must 
see Mr. Beals immediately. Mr. Beals went 
to the door. The man sald that he was a 
detective, thathe had found the abductress 
ana her accomplices; thatthey had the lost 
child in their possession, that they 
demanded $20.00 ransom, and that he was 
prepared to deliver the child to fts parents 
for that amount. Mr. Beals declined to 
pay the sum, and stuck to his ortginaloffer of 
$5,000. It wasfinally agreed thatthe detect- 
ive should deliver the child for that amount. 
Mr. Beals told the police and detectives that 
he had pledged his honor that the de- 
liverer of the child should not be arrested 
while engaged in the carrying out of his part 
of the contract, and ordered them positiveiy

A BAD GANG BROKEN UP. 


Six Notorious “Badger” Workers Cap 
tured by New York Officers. 

New York, Nov. B,—Oneof the worst gangs 
that ever robbed aman by the ‘‘badger’’ 
gamne was broken up last night by Inspector 
Byrnes’ detectives.

Upon hearing of this fact, Judge Dillon 
seht for Assistant Secretary Burnham of the 
Stock Exchange, and hada conference with 
him at his office. Sidney Dillon was present. 
Mr. Burnham was notified thatthe entire 
list of securities are not a good delivery and 
was requested to post the notice. 

A meeting of the Committee op Securities 
was hurriedly called by Secretary Ely and 
they came to the decision that the securities 
would not be a good delivery and posted a 
notice tothat effect and sent word to the va- 
rious banks.

An Exciting Enzagement With the Uni 
States Steamer Hatteras in Which th 
Alabama Came Off Victorious—F 
Taken by Semmes. 


yhrough late files of papers taken from or 
ca we learned of the fitting out of s 
formidable expedition for the invasion o 
Texas under Gen. Banks, who planned thé 

portation of his troops by sea to the har 
por of Galveston. This would necessarily 
quire a large fieet of transports, accompanies 
py vessels of war as an escort for protection 
of Galveston, as is well known 
does not admit of ships of large size, conse 
quently the fleet of transports would bt 
obliged to anchor in the outer roadstead, an 
it would take some time to land troop 
horses and artillery by lighters of les 
draught.

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THE CORN HUSKERS. 


Information of Interest to the Owners 
of Maize. 


SOME FACTS CONCERNING HUSKERS AND 
THEIR METHODS. 


~ 


How the Corn Should Be Gathered From 


the Field—Proper and Improper Meth- 
ods of Husking—A Division of Labor 
That Will Save Much Time—How to 


Save the Hands. 


MARISSA, Ill., Nov. 28.—The corn crop in 
this section is very heavy, much above the 
average, and the question of husking and the 
best methods of doing this work is of inter - 
est to all farmers. 

With gloves a man cannot husk corn so 
fdst as without them, and he cannot husk so 
fast in December or January, when his bare 
fingers often will be numb, as he can in No- 
vember, when the weather is more agreoa- 
ble and the days are longer. When two men 
are at work, it is best to drive over a row, 
each man taking his turn on the ‘‘down 
row.’’ The horses should be muzzied, not on 
account ofthe corn they eat, but because 
they waste it. Whenthere are two men at 
work, have two wagons, then one man 
can husk while the other puts the load in the 
crib. If the man remaining in the field throws 
the corn on the ground it must be handled 
again and thus effort is wasted. 

Some men are much faster huskers than 
others, and this is largely owing to the better 
way in which they grasp theear. Ifthe corn 
is to stand inthecrib for some time the silk 
should be taken off as well asthe husk. The 
silk favors mice and mold more than the 
husk, and detracts much fromthe appear- 
ance of the ear. Ifthe silk is to be removed 
grasp the ear at the point with the left hand; 
pull back the husk with the right hand ; catch 
the point of the ear with the same hand ;shove 
the left hand, grasping the silk and under 
husks, tothe buttof the ear, and break off 
the ear by a qguick upward movement of the 
right hand. 

Many prefera steel or bone husking peg, 
slightly curved in front of the hand, It 
should be half an inch broad, else it will 
blister or callous the hand. The best pre- 
ventive of cracked fingers is thorough wash- 
ing in rain water with castile soap and 
anointing with glycerine, rubbing it In well. 
The best cureis shoemaker’s wax putona 
bit of cloth and pressed over the crack when 
warm,

175,000 to Theodore Herold, whose father 
owned the Cherokee Brewery, and Tony 
Stuever, whose father, F. L. Stuever, 
was rt owner in the Schilling & Schni 
der rewe Co., both of which con- 
cerns were ught out 5 | the Britishers, 
It ts said that Mr. usch expended 
about $100,000 in refitting the old Bavarian 
Brewery, intending at the time to utilize it 
in meeting the growing demand for his beer, 
but now that the capacity of the main plant 
is being increased sufficiently to meet all 
probable requirements for several years to 
come the ‘‘annex’’ was no longer useful to 
the present concern.

The Cause Assigned for Harvard's 
Defeat at Football.

SWELLS AND NOT ATHLETES 
REPRESENT THE COLLEGE.

A Boston Writer’s Oriticism of Athletics 
at Harvard-—Stagg to Be Given Charge 
of Athletics at Yale—The-Go-as-You 
Please Contest for Christmas Week— 
Sporting News Generally. 


Now that the foot-ball gameisa thing of 
the past one naturally wantsto Know just 
how Harvard lost, says ‘‘Fairfax’’ in the 
Boston News. The best way to explain this is 
that Yale had the best team, Atthe same 
time, however, Harvard was not near as 
strong as it might have been. There was a 
brilliant opportunity to make Harvard 
stronger in the center. It did not require 
more than one minute of play for McClung to 
make up his mind just where Harvard was 
weak. He improved the opportunity, and 
Harvard lost the game. 

‘*The great difficulty,’’ said an old Harvard 
man to me, ‘‘isthatthere is toomuch soci- 
ety attached to our college. If a'manis not 
in the first ten of the ‘Dickey’ he is not sup- 
posed to be in it, either in foot-ball, base} ball 
or anything else. This is not the case at 
Yale. There a man is accepted for his worth, 
and for his worthalone. It makes no differ- 
ence to a Yale man whether or not he belongs 
tothe crack societies. If he is an athlete 
that is all they want to know. It is not a case 
of society with Yale; it’s ability. When Har- 
vard learns this lesson we will win more than 
ove game in fifteen years. Until this lesson 
is learned, well—Harvard will continue to be 
in the soup.’’ 

Harvard sporting men are also expressing 
very freely their disapprobation and dis- 
satisfaction with the way their team has been 
coached this fall. The control of the team Is, 
of course, nominally in the hands of Capt. 
Trafford, but actually it has been governed 
pretty nearly as George Adams, whom Traf- 
ford secured asa coach, wished, for it is un- 
derstood that Adams made itasine qua non 
of his accepting the position that he should 
have no rivals. 

When Cumnock returned from abroad to 
take a hand, as every oneconfidentty De- 
lieved, in the coaching of the team, tothe 
surprise of everybody but an enlightened 
few, he contented himself with some unob- 
trusive coaching on the fleld and some pri- 
vate instructions off the fleld. People have

HIDING IN ST. LOUIS. 


Charles Clark, Alias Coleman, the Noted 
Safe-Blower, Is Here. 


HE HAS BEEN SEEN AND RECOGNIZED 
ON THE STREETS. 


The Man Who, in All Probability, Is Re- 
sponsible for the Safe-Robberies Now 
Puzzling the Police-The Man Who 
Robbed the East St. Louis Treasury 


Vault. 


For several weeks pasta series of skillful 
and successful safe-breaking robberies has 
baffied the efforts of the St. Louis police to 
discover or bring to justice the perpetrators 
of the crimes. 

The safe-blowing began suddenly, aftera 
long lapse of time, during which that par- 
ticular form of robbery had been unknown in 
St. Louls. Successful safe-blowing is the 
most dangerous shape that burglary in its 
many serious phases assumes, and with its 
sudden and unexpected revival in St. Louis 
the best talentof the detective and police 
force was at once putto work torun down 
the manor men who were practicing it. 

So far these efforts have been in vain. Be- 
sides the self-evident fact that some promi- 
nentand daring criminal had invaded St. 
Louls and inaugurated the revival of ‘‘safe- 
blowing’’ as alocal fine art, the police have 
discovered nothing. 

Yet the Post-DispaTcuH is to-day enabled to 
make the startling statement that for at 
least two wecks past one of the most famous 
safe-blowers in America has been in hiding 
in St. Louls, partially disguised, but never- 
theless easily recognizable, and that the safe- 
blowing in St. Louis began significantly with 
the arrival in this city of this distinguished 
leader in that finest art of the professional 
burglar of the higher order. 

The man’s name is Charles Clark, alias 
Coleman, and he is the same expert who was 
imported from Chicago several years ago to 
rob the safe of the City Clerk of East St. 
Louis, a ‘‘conspiracy crime’’ for which 
Lieut. Duffy of the East St. Louis police and 
Pat Egan have since suffered conviction and 
imprisonment. 

Two months ago Clark escaped from the San 
Quentin (Cal.) jail, where he was serving a 
term for safe-blowing. Three weeks ago at 
Denver, Colo., he robbed Geo. W. Oook, 
General Manager of the Colorado Coal & Iron 
Co., of $,000 worth of diamonds, was seen 
and inentified by an old St. Louis police officer 
now in Denver, escaped, and is still wanted 
for that crime. 

MET HIS FORMER ATTORNEY. 

Two weeks ago he appeared in&t. Louis, 
and Thursday or Friday of last week he was 
met on Olive street, near Seventh, in front of 
the Delicatessen restaurant by Mr. Marshall 
F. McDonald, the lawyer who had defended 
and saved him from punishment for the rob- 
bery of the East St. Louis Treasury safe. 
He was recognized by Mr. McDonald and 
recognized that gentleman, stoppens and 
talking with his former counsel for some 
moments, but without giving any very defi- 
nite account of himself. On Tuesday or 
Wednesday of this week Mr. McDonald states 
that he in turn notified one of the oldest de- 
tectives on the St. Louls force of the meeting 
with Clark, but that since that time the po- 
lice have apparently been unable to locate the 
famous safe blower,

r. McDonald describes the famous safe- 
blower as follows: A man just above the 
medium height, with dark side- 
whiskers cut a la Talmage, dark 
hair, light complexion, and of heavy bulid, 
weighing probably 155 pounes. When met 
and spokento by Mr. McDonald, Clark was 
elegantly dressed, and his former lawyer 
states that he could easily be mistaken fora 
minister or a staid, well-to-do banker or 
business man. Atthe timeof that meeting 
Clark wasalso accompanied by a companion 
whom Mr. McDonald describes as a smaller 
man, with light complexion, freckled face 
and sandy hair. The companion was un- 
known to Lawyer McDonald. 

CLARK’S RECORD. 

If Charles Clark alias Coleman is not mark- 
Ing his stay in St. Louls by the series of suc- 
cessful safe robberies that have so signifi- 
cantly occurred since he appeared here, he 
is going square back on the record that he 
has established at every point he has visited 
for years past. When be left St. Loutsafter 
the sensational safe robbery in East St. Louts 
he went West, and starting from the line of 
the British possessions he perpetrated a 


series of successful safe burglaries that 
extended from British America as 
far south as Mexico. He was 


captured and served one term inthe San 
Quentin jail. He was afterwards recaptured, 
and again sentenced for other robberies to 
| the San Quentin jail, from which, as stated,

ed by other evidence, proving that he had 
been brought from Chicago to rob the safe for 
the express purpose of concealing a heavy 
official defalcation.
